latione com m ittee should m ake a 
report Interpreting the treaty and

w ith the ratification has not met 
w ith the approval of 
Secretary 
Kellogg. 
It would am ount to a 
reservation to the

Britain Wrote Note.

violation 
should not be made. 
Mr. K ellogg 
has held th at no m atter w h at the 
diplom atic correspondence m ight 
say, m oral forces of th e 
world 
would look askance a t th e begin­ 
ning of any w ar after It had been 
denounced as “an instru m en t of 
national policy." 
T he opposition to th e treaty is 
not very considerable, 
b u t 
the 
queetlon of how to give th e ef­ 
fect of reservations w ithout nec­ 
essarily attaching them to th e In­ 
strum ent of ratification is a per­ 
plexing one. 
Some public declar­ 
ation defining Am erican Interests 
is likely to be made so th a t the 
w orld will fully understand the 
scope of American policy, 
but 
beyond such declaration th e 
ad ­ 
m inistration feels th a t th e treaty 
speaks .for itself and th a t It a n ­ 
o th er nation attacks th e United 
States o r its Interests, th e re is a 
release from the anti-w ar provis­ 
ion.

Cumming, 
appointed three 
com m ittees 
on 
epidemiology, prevention and re­ 
search. to sum m arise the 
delib­ 
erations sod report them 
in 
a 
form which m ay be 
distributed 
to the public for Inform ation. 
No Epidem ic? 
W hile, public 
health 
officials 
for several weeks have been 
is­ 
suing reports on prevalence 
of 
th e disease In many parts of the 
country, tho session was only a 
few hours old when Dr.

Bigelow, state health 
officer 
of 
M assachusetts, startled

Capital punishment took its ex­ 
pected place in the state legisla­ 
ture program today, when two billa 
relating to the subject were intro­ 
duced on the floor of the senate. 
Importance to which legislators a t­ 
tach to the subject further was in­ 
dicated by the announcem ent by 
another member th at he would in­ 
troduce a third m easure when the 
senate reconvenes. 
Pursuing a 
conciliatory 
path, 
house proponents of the supreme 
penalty were succeesfuf in getting 
Senator A rthur E. Wood of Detroit 
to introduce the measure in the 
upper branch today. Another indi­ 
cation of the act of its advocates 
was contained in a referendum 
clause attached to the bill, a clause 
which the senate insisted upon two 
years ago. 
The bill providea the 
m atter be subm itted 
to 
popular 
vote next April. 
Except for the referendum clause 
the new bill is an exact duplica­ 
tion of the famous house bill No. 
63 of the 1927 session, which was 
brought to its death in the upper 
branch. 
The bill provides that a 
Jury shall designate the verdict of 
death for prem editated 
murders. 
It requires death by electrocution 
a t Jackson prison. 
Lennon Bill Ready. 
Along with Senator Wood’s death 
bill was another introduced 
by 
Senator Leon F. M iner of Owosso, 
providing for the hanging of m ur­ 
derers serving life sentences who 
commit another m urder while in 
prison. 
The bill ie designed to 
prevent the attem pts of condemned 
persons to escape from penal insti­ 
tution a 
Senator Miner declared 
the bill would later be amended to 
indue all persons serving life sen­ 
tence ae well as m urders. 
Sem |tor P eter B. Leun»4Mif. Len­ 
non teday announced he expected 
to whip his capital punishment bill 
into shape by the time the senate 
reconvened. 
It will remove the 
power of sentence from the hands 
of the Jury and will except from 
the death penalty all convictions 
on 
complete 
circum stantial 
evi­ 
dence. 
His bill, like th at of Sena­ 
tor Woods, would classify the list 
of crimes applicable to the supreme 
penalty.

TREATY VOTE 
ISDELAYED 


See No Hope for Senate 
Ballot on Kellogg: Pact 
This Week 


W ashington, 
Jan. 
IO— (ZP)— 
Hopes for a vote on the Kellogg 
anti-w ar treaty this week had al­ 
most flickered out tonight when 
new conferences looking 
to 
an 
agreem ent on the controversy over 
an interpretative resolution or re­ 
port on the pact failed. 
The treaty now is involved in a 
many-sided 
quarrel, 
involving 
among other things th e disp ute 
over farm relief and an extra ses­ 
sion. 
W hile Chairm an Borah of 
the foreign relations committee, 
in charge of th e anti-w ar docu­ 
ment, is ready to ask an agree­ 
ment for lim itation of debate little 
hope of a vote on ratification be­ 
fore next week is held by the 
leaders. 
Among those fighting the treaty 
in behalf of an interpretation arc 
several 
of 
the 
senators 
most 
anxious to get 
to 
the 
pending 
cruiser construction bill and also 
to farm relief. On the other baud, 
some of the strongest treaty ad 
vocates are in no hurry to get to 
the cruiser bill and w ant to defer 
farm relief to an extra session. 
Dem ocrats Hack Fact 
W ith little hope of a compro­ 
mise in sight the debate took on 
vigor 
today 
as 
Senator 
Reed, 
foe of the pact, shot question aft 
er question at the speakers. Once 
or twice he and Senator Borah, 
his form er 
ally 
In 
the 
battle 
against the League 
of 
Nations, 
crossed swords but these skirm ish­ 
es were brief. 
Once again Dem ocratic sp eak ers 
lined up behind the pact and once 
more reverberations roared from 
the Republican side for an inter­ 
pretative declaration to the treaty 
Senators Barkley, of Kentucky. 
and Rahsdell of Louisiana, offer­ 
ed Dem ocratic indorsem ent of the 
pact w ithout reservation. 
Senator 
Bingham, of Connecticut, renewed 
the cannonading from the Repub­ 
lican side for tom e form of inter­ 
pretation of th e pact. 
He was 
willing to accept the proposed re­ 
port of the foreign relations com­ 
m ittee as a declaration of Ameri­ 
ca’s position under the treaty. 
Peace negotiations were revived 
when Senator Moses, Republican,

Rockefeller, Jr., 
disclosed 
today 
th at he is mobilizing his forces in 
on effort to oust Colonel Robert 
W. Stewart from the chairmanship 
of the Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana at the stockholders meet­ 
ing March 7. 
Colonel Stewart de­ 
clined to resign when requested by 
Mr. Rockefeller after the colonel’s 
refusal to answ er certain questions 
before tile senate Teapot Dome in­ 
vestigating committee last spring. 
Mr. Rockefeller made public a 
form letter which he has mailed 
to stockholders, requesting 
those 
opposed to Colonel Stew art’s re­ 
election to Join the movement to 
'mat him by mailing stockholders’ 
proxies, properly signed and wit­ 
nessed, to Mr. Rockefeller or his 
associates, in order that the stock 
may 
be 
voted 
against 
Colonel 
Stew art’s candidacy. 
Requests Resignation. 
In this letter, Mr. Rockefeller 
quoted from the letter he wrrote to 
Colonel Stewart last April, as fol­ 
lows: 
"Your recent testimony 
before 
the senate committee leaves me 
no alternative other than to ask 
yon to make good the promise you 
voluntarily gave me some weeks 
ago th at you would resign at my 
request* 
T hat 
request 
I 
now 
ra j* * " 
“Mr. Rockefeller then pointed out 
that he had announced publicly at 
the tim e the letter was addressed 
to Colonel Stewart that the request 
waa made because of loss of confi­ 
dence in the colonel, and in the 
belief that the oil company best 
would be served by his resigna­ 
tion. 
Mr. Rockefeller stated that 
although eight months had passed. 
Colonel Stew art had not replied to 
the letter. 
Banks Back Stewart. 
Mr. Rockefeller continued that 
he had received assurances from 
holders of a “substantial” amount 
of the stock that they were oppos­ 
ed to Colonel Stewart's re-election. 
Mr. Rockefeller indicated in testi­ 
mony before the Teapot Dome com­ 
m ittee last February that the Rock­ 
efeller interests bold only about 
15 per cent of the common stock 
of the company. 
Speculation is rife In Wall street 
as to whether Mr. Rockefeller will 
bo able to get a sufficient follow­ 
ing to force the colonel out. While 
the prestige of the financier is 
great, and the holdings which are 
In his name or which he controls 
would normally give him working 
control of the company, it la point­ 
ed out that Colonel Stewart has 
the reputation of being a brill’ant 
oil executive, and has the hacking 
of powerful hanking interests.

Judiciary 
committees 
of 
the 
house and senate wrestled 
with 
the problem today and approved 
a payment of $150 every IG days 
Establishing a precedent, there 
Is a possibility that the proposed 
m easure may meet the opposition 
of the auditor general. Members 
do not expect him to look with 
favor upon a plan of 
advancing 
$150 twice a month. If he should 
oppose the bill. the fight 
would 
bo carried to the supreme 
court, 
m em bers say.

OLDEST MAN IN 
COUNTY DEAD 


John Harris, Sr., 97, of 
Bark River, Dies 
Thursday 


Bark River. Jan. IO (Special)— 
John Harris, Sr., 97. oldest person 
in Delta county and a resident of 
Bark River for 50 years, died at 
the home of his son, John Harris, 
Jr.. at 3 o’clock-thiH morning after 
a brief illness. 
Death was due to 
the infirmities of old age. 
Despite hie advanced age, Mr. 
Harris was in good health until a 
few days ago when he become af­ 
flicted with stomach trouble. 
He was born in Wallingford coun­ 
ty, Ireiaud. December 15, 1831, and 
came to this country in 1862. set­ 
tling In Hancock where he was 
employed 
with 
the Calumet & 
Hecla Mining company. 
He was 
engaged in mining for about twelve 
years, rising to lite position of cap­ 
tain of one of the copper milles. 
In this position he had charge of 
all tho underground operations. 
Cam* Here in 1878. 
While in Hancock, he was mar 
ried In 1867 to Mies Ellen laio, als* 
a native of Wallingford county 
Ireland. 
She died here ll year! 
ago. 
Two sons, Michael and John, 
wore born to the couple In Han­ 
cock; James and Anna were boru 
in Ishpeming, and the other two 
children. 
Johanna 
ami 
William, 
were horn in Bark River. 
In the early seventies, the fumily 
moved to Ishpeming, where Mr. 
Harris conducted a grocery store 
for a few years. 
Ho came lo Bark 
River in 1878 to take up the homo- 
stead a few miles from tli’s village, 
where he had made his home ever 
since. 
During the early years el 
his residence in this locality, In 
engaged in jobbing for the^hicag* 
& North Western railway. 
There 
were less than a half dozen set­ 
te r s here when Mr. Harris came, 
the region beiug 
then 
densely 
wooded. 
Mr. Harris served as justice of 
the peace for 15 years, and took 
an active interest in township af­ 
fairs iii the early days.

Volcanic Ash Urged 
for Concrete Work 


Lawrence, Kas. 
(ff)— Volcanic 
ash is recommended as a consti­ 
tuent in concrete work by Ken­ 
neth K. Landes, professor of ge­ 
ology at the University of Kansas 
and assistant state geologist. 
By replacing IO to 50 per cent 
o f the Portland cement, 
Landes 
says, economy can be effected and 
a concrete superior in some res­ 
pects can be obtained. 
Volcanic ash is found in Kan­ 
sas, with some deposits in Okla­ 
homa and Nebraska. 
A similar 
ash, but more compact, is found 
in California. 
The "ash’* is 
not 
a 
residue 
from burning, but was produced 
from a vaporized lava given off by 
volcanoes ages ago. Its exceeding 
fineness and its sharp angles, like 
broken glam, make it an excellent 
abrasive, and it is used extens­ 
ively in tooth paste and metal pol­ 
ishes. One commercial cleanser is 
98 per cent Kansas volcanic ash. 
Its use in cement has been test­ 
ed in Nebraska, In the dam across 
the Niobrara river near Valentine, 
and in California, in the Los An­ 
geles aqueduct. 
High freight rates on Portland 
cement caused engineers on the 
Los Angeles project to 
seek 
a 
substitute. The California 
pumi- 
cite, resembling 
German 
trass, 
required the erection of grinding 
mills, but even with the cost of 
grinding, a saving of l l a barrel 
in cement was realized. The Kan­ 
sas volcanic 
ash 
requires 
no 
grinding, but is ready for market 
when dried and sifted. 
Deposits of volcanic ash have 
been noted in 30 of the 105 Kan­ 
sas counties. Professor Landes be­ 
lieves it came from volcanoes in 
New Mexico in 
the 
Pleistocene

The Dunbar Forest Experiment 
Station, Michigan State College’s 
experimental 
tract In Chippewa 
County Is located 16 miles south 
of Sault Ste. Marie on the west 
bank of the St. Mary’s river op­ 
posite Neebish Island. 
The tract 
of land comprising 677 acres was 
given to Michigan State College 
In 1925 by Chippewa County and 
Mr. H. T, Dunbar of Buffalo, New 
York 
The . Dunbar 
Station 
forest 
lands are maintained for experi­ 
mental and demonstration 
pur­ 
poses yielding approximately an 
equal supply of timber annually. 
The forest lands are being devel­ 
oped into a demonstration forest 
which alms to show the returns 
that ran be obtained from a for­ 
est of the type prevalent In this 
region, when managed under the 
best known present day silvicul­ 
tural systems. 
When the lands were acquired 
there were 120 acres 
of 
farm 
lands. 
Since 1925, 70 acres of

protect seed beds from winter in­

The treatm ent *f seed beds with 
chemicals to prevent a

nursery disease, 
dampening-off,

Mechanical means have also been 
tried on the seed beds to prevent 
this disease. 
Animal and mineral fertilizers

Fire Protection 
Nature has provided fire bar­ 
rier* at the Dunbar Station. 
The 
St. Mary’s river forms the east 
boundary of the lands and the 
Charlotte river runs through the 
forest lands from northwest 
to 
southeast. 
The station is equip­ 
ped with 
a 
portable 
Evinrude 
twin forest fire pump and five 
hundred feet of one and a half 
Inch hose. 
This little pump can 
be carried by two men and 
is 
capable of delivering 27 gallons 
of water 
per 
minute 
at 
90 
pounds 
pressure 
through 
600 
feet of hose. 
A large part of the 
forest lands can be reached with 
water in case of fire by the use 
of this pump. 
The timber sur­ 
rounding the forest nursery can 
be reached with water from the 
nursery water system, where wa­ 
ter may be secured under pres­ 
sure from a 1000 gallon storage 
tank. 
The two Inch pipe line from the 
river to this storage tank la 550 
feet long and is provided for tap­ 
ping every IOO feet with 1% inch 
hose connections. 
Water can be 
secured from this pipe line under 
pressure from the storage tank or 
directly from the stationary 
en­ 
gine at the river bank. 
The fire 
protection svstem also includes a 
net work of fire lines eight 
to 
ten feet wide which have 
been 
constructed around each forty of, 
the forest lands. 
The fire lines 
make all portions of the timber­ 
ed lands readily accessible in case 
of forest fires and provide lines 
from which fires may be fought. 
Dark pack tanks of five gallons 
rapacity with hand pumps,

Experiments at the Dunbar for­ 
est are endeavoring to 
regener­ 
ate forests on the cut-over, worn 
out farm lands and swamp arens, 
by natural and artificial means.

1927 thirty-one acres of run-out

tion have made it necessary 
to 
use spot planting in place of the 
plowed furrow on old farm lands. 
Sample plots have been 
laid 
out on areas containing seed trees 
and tho soil exposed in the area 
adjacent to the seed trees to de­ 
termine to what extent 
natural 
seeding will take place when the 
mineral soil la exposed. 
Growth 
studies 
of 
white 
spruce, balsam fir and hardwoods 
are being conducted at the Dun­ 
bar forest. 
Sample plots hare 
been laid out and will be measur­ 
ed every few 
years 
until 
the 
studies are 
completed. 
Growth 
tables containing diameters 
and 
heights of 
white 
spruce 
and 
balsam fir from 
ten 
to

years of age have been made and 
published for this area.

to marks In citizenship

will be given with each subject 
studied, has been put Into effect 
In Gladstone high school, follow­ 
ing the recommendation 
of the 
Michigan State 
Department 
of 
Education. 
The system is explained in the 
following 
notice 
covering 
the 
change sent out by Supt. A. R. 
Watson: 
According to the recommenda­ 
tion of the Michigan 
State 
De­ 
partment of Education, the pu­ 
pils in the Gladstone High School 
here after will not receive marks 
in deportment. 
But along with 
each subject studied they will re­ 
ceive a mark in citizenship. This 
mark will be indicated by numer­ 
als from one to five. 
1 Describes the pupil 
who 
is 
very actively a good 
citizen 
in his relationship 
in 
the 
class or in the 
school 
and 
shows leadership. 
2 Describes the pupil who has 
a 
noticeable 
tendency to­ 
ward quality one. 
3 Describes the pupil who is 
passive and whose attitudes 
are neither harmful nor pos­ 
itively helpful. 
5 Describes the pupil who is 
aggressively 
unsatisfactory 
as a school citizen. 
4 
Describes the pupil who has 
a 
tendency toward 
quality 
five, but is less aggressive. 
Things taken into 
considera­ 
tion in 
making 
up 
citizenship 
marks are: 
I Respect for school regula­ 
tions. 
x 
Cooperation with others. 
Pride in the school 
or the 
class. 
Courtesy and sportsmanship. 
Reliability and sense of re­ 
sponsibility. 
Explanation 
Thus, if a pupil studying his­ 
tory gets a mark of C3 it shows 
he is doing 
ordinary 
work 
in 
class and is just drifting along 
without showing any 
particular 
interest or enthusiasm, It shows, 
also, that he contributes little to 
the recitations. 
Suppose another pupil is tak­ 
ing English and secures a mark 
of A5. 
This would indicate de­ 
cided ability In the study of Eng­ 
lish but would probably indicate, 
also, discourtesy, lack of cooper­ 
ation with the school and Instruc­ 
tors, and a

to be a

mittee will meet here immediately 
after the close of the conference 
on influenza called by the public 
health service. 
At the same time Dr. Rosenau 
declared that in lits opinion “no­ 
body ever died of influenza,’’ but 
that deaths attributed to the dis­ 
ease were in reality due to pneu­ 
monia. 
He expressed confidence that 
the stimulus which the present 
conference will give to the study 
of influenza, coupled with work of 
th© committee, will lead eventual­ 
ly to a specific cure for the dis­ 
ease, probably a serum. 
"After the committee meets,” 
Dr. Rosenau said, "Investigations 
will go forward by the members 
Independently, each In a separate 
laboratory.

Scientists Testing 
Air Cooling Method 


Cam bridge, Mass.— An idea of 
how much 
cold 
air 
may 
get 
through chinks and 
cracks 
is 
furnished by experim ents at Mas­ 
sachusetts Institute of Technolo­ 
gy. 
The tests have nothing to 
do 
with cracks, but is applied to the 
air cooling of airplane engines, 
in th e departm ent of aeronauti­ 
cal engine research. 
The aim is to 
discover 
how 
close to each other the flat m et­ 
al cooling fins may stand w ith­ 
out reducing the Intervening air 
space so much that heat rad iat­ 
ing across it destroys the cooling 
efficiency. 
Fins placed half 
an 
Inch apart, which was the 
old 
fashioned idea of the necessary 
space, w ere tested first. 
At pres* 
ent the research engineers have 
reduced the spacing to three-six­ 
teenths of an inch w ithout having 
reached the m inimum.
